enacting such laws. It may be thought that Congressmen are 
merely wasting their own time in preparing to enact unconsti­ 
tutional laws, but their action is harmful to millions of A m eri­ 
can citizens, and the only reasonable explanation of the deter­ 
mination to enact law’s regardless of their constitutionality is 
found in the word “politics.” 
If some of the bills now pending in C ongress are enacted 
at this session, it may take a year or more before the Supreme 
Court can determine whether or not they are constitutional. 
Meanwhile a political campaign will be in progress, and candi­ 
dates for re-election in Congress and VC bite I louse may think 
their chances of success improved by their record of hostility 
to rich men and big corporations, although their action m ay be 
nullified later by a finding of the Supreme Court. 
A prominent law firm of New York has given an opinion 
that parts of the Wheeler-Rayburn bill are unconstitutional in 
the form in which it passed the Senate as well as in the 
amended form passed by the H ouse of Representatives. 
I here has been so much discussion about the 
death 
penalty 
for holding companies that many readers of new s­ 
papers believe that the Wheeler-Rayburn bill aim s merely to 
regulate electric holding com panies and to abolish som e of 
They do not understand that the 
bill would place the government iii control of electric light and 
power companies throughout the country, including operating 
as well as holding companies. 
A form of coercion embodied in the bill is the denial to 
holding companies that do not register under the Act of the 
right to use tile mails or any instrumentality of interstate com ­ 
merce to conduct their business. If Congress can legally deny 
the use of the mails to corporations that are not favored by the 
administration in W ashington, there would seem to be no ob­ 
stacle to prevent government interference with local business 
in all parts of the country. 
Although the Wheeler-Rayburn bill may be declared un­ 
constitutional by the Supreme Court a year or tw o hence, its 
enactment now would cause great confusion, litigation and 
expense to the power companies and their stockholders with 
benefit to nobody but politicians and lawyers. C ongress can 
perform a deed of great value to the Am ericar people by ad- ‘
